REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 4/13/2009 has been entered. Claims 35-68 are pending in 
this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 35-68 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses a system and a method for estimating a transfer function of a 
transmission channel over which a pilot signal and a data signal are transmitted, the 
pilot signal comprising sets of known symbols each transmitted over a given time slot, 
and the data signal comprising dedicated pilot filed comprising respective sets of known 
symbols each transmitted over a respective slot, comprising: an interpolator module for 
interpolating the second channel estimates over the basic estimation reference time to 
produce a number of interpolated second channel estimates over the basic estimation 
reference time derived from the data signal equal to the number of the first channel 
estimates over the basic estimation reference time derived from the pilot signal, the 
combination node being a summation node producing the final combined channel 
estimates as a sum of the first channel estimates and the interpolated second channel 
estimates as recited in claims 35 and 51 .
